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EVERYBODY! DUES ARE DUE MARCH lst 








Nearly all SCCS members need to pay their 1982 dues of $7 by March first in order to 
receive the 1982 issues of the SCJ. Only about 25 of our nearly 700 members are paid up 
for 1982. Even if you joined one week ago, if you only paid $5 and received the four 1981 
issues of the SCJ, you need to send in $7 more to cover 1982. Dealer members need to re- 
mit $12 for 1982.

For our overseas members, dues will be $15 for collectors and $20 for dealers in 
order to cover the costs of air mail postage. Even at these rates we should just about 
break even. SCCS dues are about half of that of most other collector's societies and are 
quite a bargain.

Please note that the inside of this 
back page has our new souvenir card popularity pole. Fill out both sides, cut it out and 
mail it in. The SCCS has not enough funds to provide envelopes or to mail out dues re- 
minders, Hence, this will be the FINAL NOTIFICATION you will receive regarding 1982 dues.

Thank you Russ, 
Herb, and Ken for your contributions. Lastly, I'd like to thank Don Hitchcox for putting 
together the souvenir card popularity pole on the inside back cover, 
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SCCS NUMRERING SYSTEM FOR THE SOUVENIR CARDS OF THE USPS & BEP 

This listing is the final installmenc of the SCCS numbering system for souvenir cards 
of the United States. According co the overwhelming vote of the SCCS, a modification of the 
Bruns numbering system has become the "official" SCCS numbering system, Previous issues of 
the SCJ have listed “forerunner,” private security printing company, and United Nations sou- 
venir cards in separate categories with identifying prefixes and numbers, The followLng 
listing is a continuation of this segregated system chosen by the SCCS membership, Such a 
system should allow for more rapid identification of one's souvenir cards, Chronological 
systems have grown too cumbersome forcing the collector to look through well over 100 listed 
cards before finding the one of interest to him, In another ten years we will have over 200 
“official" souvenir cards listed making the utility of our segregated system more than ob- 
vious. The purpose of the "official" SCCS numbering system is:to provide a unified system 
that all card collectors and dealers can use, Currently, there is mass confusion concerning 
the catalog numbers of the various cards, This has resulted because Bell, Bruns, and Scott's 
all have, different numbering systems, Dr, Bell recently came out with a new numbering system 
of his own which corrected some of the deficiencies of his old system, Unfortunately, this 
has lead to even more confusion because many collectors continue to use Bell's old system, 
Hence, there are now two different Bell numbers being used by collectors to describe the 
same card, Dr. Bell's new system has merit but is a chronological system which was voted 
against by the SCCS membership. Scott's system is in wide disregard because it ignores the 
numismatic cards, 

Hence, the SCCS has chosen to accept a modification of the Bruns numbering system as its 
own, The modifications are few, Listings have been added for the “forerunner” and private 
security printing company cards, The USPS cards start off with the BARCELONA 1960 card as 
#PS 1 as it was the first such card to appear in the format of today's USPS cards, The Phil- 
atelic Truck was listed with the “forerunner” cards where it belongs, The SEP card listing 
starts off with the SANDIPEX 1969 card as #8 1 as it was the first card of the BEP's “official” 
souvenir card program, The National Philatelic Museum card of 1954 and SIPEX card of 1966 
were listed with the “forerunners.” This was done for two reasons, First, these two cards 
were issued before the onset of the BEP'’s card program, Second, both cards were printed by 
members of the plate printer's union and did not have sanction by the BEP,. The only other 
modification of Bruns system is the addition of the 1973 POSTAL PEOPLE card as #PS 9, It is 
hoped that coliectors, dealers, and other publishers will use the SCCS system in order to 
accomplish the goal of a unified numbering system, If not, then this system may only serve 
to furthur confuse the situation, Judging from the results of the recent SCCS ballot on 
numbering systems, We are confident that the SCCS system will gain wide acceptance. Hope- 
fully, James Brurms will incorporate the SCCS system into the next edition of his*CATALOG OF 
UNITED STATES SOUVENIR CARDS. If not, the SCCS will publish its own catalog with illustrations 
of the cards, show cancels, and well researched prices for mint and cancelled cards, The 
Scott's catalog people will soon be contacted about the possibility of their adopting the 
SCCS system for use in their catalog. The following listings of the USPS and REP souvenir 
cards will consist only of the name of the card and quantities printed/sold when available, 
Descriptions of and data on these cards will be left to either the Bruns or SCCS catalog.

Editor Curt hes asked me to give you some insight inio the Souvenir 
Card Market from the dealer's point of view. The past few months 
have been cuite robust, especially wnen "quiet" is about the nicest 
thing anyocdy has to say about the stamp scene in general. While 
lots of expensive material nas slummetec in price durina the last 
year, the Souvenir Cards have remained firm and, in fact, it would 
probabiy cest you 10% more to buy | each of all the cards today 
than it would have a year ago. 


In the early summer, I decided to run an ad in Sank Note Reporter 
featuring the &.£.P. and American Bank Note Company Cards which 
show currency (Don Hitchcox had provided interesting information 
in his article on currency cards in the Spring SCJ, including 
Friedberg Numbers of the cards illustrated). 

To paraphrese the beer commercial, “Boy, was I surprised!" by the 
response. The Bank Note Reporter's 5,000 subscribers read the 

ad anc we had lots of calis and orders, so we repeated the ad 

in Numismatic News and Coin World. We solid cver 100 of the cards 
which we i! lustrated--an unusually vigorous response to any series 
of ads. 


t people wanted, it was largely the inexpen- 
sive items, that eré "common" in the philetelic souvenir card 
world: the A.N.4. issues of 1971, 1972, 1973, and 1977, and the 
1.P.M.S. releases for 1978 and 198)--all from the B.E.P., and 
tne A.N.A issues from the ABiWCo. All of the these were priced 
coord $10 when the ads broke, and accounted for 80% of the cards 
sold.

It's clear that nobody had offered tnese obvious?y numismatic 
collectibles to the sumismatic public before; 1 had several let- 
ters ana calls thanking me for running the ad! since there had 
been no prior source a cards or information. As most of the 
sales were clearly te beginning care collectors, they may well 
czuse some spirited bidding for the scarcer items when they move 
up and try to obtain the harder-to-find material. 


One reason for the latent interest in these Souvenir Cards in 
Numicmatic circles has been the emergence of relezses from the 
ABNCo. since 1879 both for the I.P.M.S. and A.N.A. shows (in 
fact, for both A.N.A. shows in 1931), as wel! as a promotional 
card for tne Fank Note Reporter, the A.N.A. Buiiding Fund, and 
INTERPAM ‘Si, 2 Canadian Snow. This series of issues nas 
sparked the search for the B.E.°. material. 


Conversely, the ASNCo. Cards have not been publicized in the 
ori latelic press. Tne reasons are not very convincing. First, 
the periodicais say that these are not philatelic itens, whicn 
is true. Dut they are coilectec by philutelists, and they offer 
suct information for purely numisniatic cards which ere printed 
by the B.E.F. Second, Linn'’s Joc Brockert, in an excellent 
group of prominent articles on many aspects cf scuvenir card

We hope the readers 
who do not have the opportunity to attend a foreign show (along with the issuance of a 
souvenir card), will find it to be interesting and educational, 


It was unknown to most visitors that 
there was to be a stamp exhibition 
here during the recent Olympic Games. 
While the city’s cultural programs 
listed the “briefmarkensalon", little 
else was known about what was to be 
offered at the Academy of Graphic 
Arts, across town from Olympia Park. 


As a result of this sparse press 
coverage, and the private nature of 
the exhibition (the chief sponsor was 
a Munich bank), the number of visitors 
was low. 


The exhibit material, strictly limit- 
ed to Olympics, was very impressive 
and nicely displayed in over a dozen 
rooms on the three floors of the hall. 
The building was adequate. The two 
Deutsche mark fee was a trifle steep, but worth the price when one saw what the exhibition 
had to offer. 





U.S.P.S. and German cancels 


On the side of the saving graces, the U.S. Postal Service had it’s sales booth there, and 
what later became a prize feature was that it accepted mail. Everything posted in Munich 
was given a special cancellation and sent on it's way. The Bundespost officials at the 
site said this was the first time a foreign post office had been established, and German 
press listed the U.S. post office as the first outside the UeSeA. Here, semantics take 
over. Totally overlooked were the Army Post Offices - over 200 of them - operating in 
Germany. It’s true that APO's are within the customs area of the United States, but they 
are on German soil. The APO's located on the bases are subject to U.S. jurisdiction (in 
limited ways), to include customs, but they certainly are not within the customs area of 
the United States. Neither are they in the German customs area (except in certain circum- 
stances outlined in the Status of Forces Treaties and Supplements). The mail posted in 
Munich was transported via APO transport channels, and its entirely likely the mail post- 
ing service would not have been offered had there been no APO. 


Another surprise of the exhibition was provided by the U.SeP.S. The OLYMPIC SOUVENIR CARD, 
hardly announced beforehand in either American or German philatelic press, was a hit with 
the Americans who happened to be on the scene, but hardly noticed by the Germans, who 
gladly took their “one per person" gift with little fuss. 


Some cancellation students consider the U.S»PeS. cancel to be the only genuine postal 
cancel on any of these cards. The sales stand at the show which was accepting mail for 
forwarding was a sub-branch of the APO New York 09108, which is at Munich. The mail, 
deposited at the show, rather than being forwarded to the U.S. for further shipment onward 
to the addressee, was actually dispatched thru the mail channels from Munich. 
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As is known, a treaty between the UeSeA. 
and West Germany permits operation of 
UeSePostal services there. 


Alongside the U.Se post office, the 
Republic of Equatorial Guinea had a 
postal station which also accepted mail, 
provided a special cancellation and held 
a First Day ceremony on the opening day 
of the XXth Olympiad. All mail sent via 
their post office went to Santa Isabel, 
the capital, then to addresses around 
the world. 


Naturally, the Deutsche Bundespost was 
there. They were all over Munich (with 
forty-four special post offices) pro- 
viding regular mail service, sales of . 

every Olympic issue of the Federal Cancels on reverse of card 
Republic issued since 1968, and forty- 

four special cancellations, each with a different Olvmnic event symhol and location. 





Cooperation between the three post offices was evident, as cancellations of all three 
offices were allowed on the same item, providing it was not to be posted. It may seem 
to be a minor thing, but the Bundespost just does'nt allow it normally. Through the 

six days we were there, very few people took advantage of the cancellation combinations, 


A bourse at the site was virtually non-existent. Two dealers, one a publisher and the 
other a cachet salesman, were the only two present other than the post offices. A snack 
stand in the basement consistently closed early, much to the annoyance of the postal 
employees. 


The last day of the exhibition, a day later than originally planned, due to the Israeli 
tragedy (which put off closing of the games to one day later), saw that a total of only 
3,000 souvenir cards had been distributed. The vast majority. according to the personnel 
working the post office station, were given out one to a person. Very few were canceled. 
The only cards canceled were done by Americans who knew what was being passed out, and 
there were very few Americanse Due to the one day delay in the Olympic events, the game 
closed 11 September, 1972, and not on September 10, as the cards say. The cancellations 
given on the 1ith, still read the i0th. 





PRIVATE SOUVENIR CARDS

Our last column promised you our devotion to a single, privately sponsored 
-~ souvenir card group in our Journal's Winter 1981-1982 issue. 


A tip of the hat (if I wore one) to Ron Traino, V.P. of the Fulton Stamp Club, 
Fulton, New York, who has supplied us with some very interesting data. When I wrote 
the Fulton Stamp Club requesting their souvenir card, I asked for some help in putting 
out this column for you. My concluding paragraph read "Besides, how can you turn 
me down? My middle initial, F, stands for Fulton." When Ron replied, he asked, 

"By the way, that F in your name is not really for Fulton, is it?" I have since 
assured him that it surely is! 
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The FSC card, reproduced here, including the reverse side,(actual size is 8’; 
x 545") was Ron's brainchild. It was his idea, he designed it, and had it laid out 
for the printer, McGrow Printing located in Fulton. Ron even designed the cancel- 
lation for the USPS. 590 cards were printed and 200 were serviced at the Expo Station 
on September 19 and 20. Here comegsome exciting information from Ron on a hopeful 
future plan for the remaining 300 cards. Ron plans to have them serviced at Oswego, 
N.Y. sometime in June of 1982 when the USPS will issue a stamp commemorating Dr. 
Mary E. Walker. This would naturally include a FD cancellation. The FSC has been 
actively campaigning for a stamp for Dr. Walker for five years and are now overjoyed, 
realizing that their efforts must have had a positive influencing effect. 


The energetic Mr. Traino felt that a cover could not lend itself sufficient 
room to do justice to the many Dr.Walker accolades; hence the card. 


The FSC believes that this may be the first time that a stamp club has issued 
a card portraying a subject well in advance of the issue date of the stamp honoring 
the individual. 


Ron writes that the card was publicized in STAMP COLLECTOR, LINN'S, every local 
paper in their area, and on radio station WKFM, Fulton, New York. Ron Traino concludes 
by advising that the members of FSC will be made aware of SCCS and its many advantages. 
Ron, thanks. 


Clifford W. Shafer of the Philatelic Society of Cincinnati has written me, 
"I'll send you more details on our cards when I get the information tegether." These 
good people have issued some superb cards, starting around 1973 (I'm guessing) and 
never miss a year.

THE SOUVENIR CARD JOURNAL WINTER 1981 
AMERICANA UNIT SOUVENIR CARDS 


Donald Brenke, Americana Unit ATA/APS, sccs #297 


The first Americana Unit Souvenir Cards were 4x6" reproductions of 1774 views of 
Carpenters' Hall and Independence Hall in Philadelphia, produced for use with the 
July 4, 1974 Bicentennial stamps as singles and as pairs. These proved to be so 
popular that a similar card picturing the Liberty Bell was prepared for use with 
the 6.3¢ and later with the 13¢ Liberty Bell stamps. A card for the Lexington/ 
Concord Bicentennial featured a reproduction of the 1925 2¢ stamp. 


The Americana Unit logo first appeared as the design of a card printed for the 
"Spirit of '76" strip of 3 stamps issued on January 1, 1976. Printed in red, this 
same card was used also with the 7.7¢ coil stamps. After 1976, the Bicentennial 
data was deleted from the logo design, and cards printed with the modified Americana 
Unit logo in red and blue have been used with various stamps and postmarks, usually 
offered primarily to members of the Americana Unit on special occasions. 


A 8x10" card featuring the Richard Henry Lee Independence Resolution was postmarked 
on the 3 important Bicentennial dates in Philadelphia, and on July 4, 1976 at 
Managua, Nicaragua, on their 13 Bicentennial stamps. The only other 8x10" Americana 
Unit card features the 14 Presidents of the Continental Congress. It was designed for 
"The Presidents Show" at Gettysburg PA and "TOPEX" at Atlantic City NJ in 1978. 
Reverting to the 4x6" size, cards prepared for TOPEX'79, '80 and '81 each feature a 
stamp with some relationship to the host city, and they are designed so that a hori- 
zontal commemorative samp can cover the TOPEX description if anyone wishes to have 
the cards postmarked on other occasions. 


The usual printing for Americana Unit cards is 1000. For a list of cards still 
available, send a SASE to: Americana Unit, PO Box 179, Washington DC 20044.

UNICEF HAS RECENTLY ENTERED THE PHILATELIC MARKET AND HAS CONCENTRATED ON ISSUEING SPECIAL 
FDCs AND SOUVENIR CARDS. THEIR FIRST VENTURE WAS ON AUGUST 24 1979 IN VIENNA AUSTRIA, WHERE 
A SET UF TWO SOUVENIR CARDS WAS ISSUED TO COMMEMORATE THE INTL YEAR OF THE CHILD AS WELL AS 
THE FIRST UN VIENNA DEFINITIVE STAMPS. THE UNCF-1 S CARD WAS PUBLISHED IN ENGLISH ON A BLUE 
COLURED CARD STOCK AND ALSO IN GERMAN TEXT ON A WHITE COLORED CARD STOCK. BOTH VERSIONS 
EXIST FDC VIENNA. FOUR THOUSAND S CARDS WERE PRINTED IN EACH LANGUAGE TO BE ISSUED IN MINT 
AND 14,500 OF EACH REACHED THE PUBLIC FIRST DAY CANCELLED. 

TWO YEARS LATER WHEN THE FLAG SERIES WAS BEGUN BY UNPA, UNICEF ALSO INITIATED ITS SERIES OF 
WHAT WILL EVENTUALLY TURN OUT TO BE TEN FLAG S CARDS. THE UNICEF FLAG S CARDS #sUNCF-2 TO 
UNCF- 11 WILL BE AVAILABLE TO THE PUBLIC IN MINT AND FD CANCALLED ON THE FIRST DAY OF THE 
S CARD. A SPECIAL RUBBER STAMPED CACHET WILL ALSO BE AVAILABLE TO THOSE COLLECTORS WHO WISH 
TO ADD IT TO THE S CARD. A NEW RUBBER CACHET WILL ALSO BE AVAILABLE AT SUBSEQUENT ASDA 
SHOWS LATER IN THE YEAR. 

THE 1980 UNCF-2 S CARD WAS ISSUED WITH AND WITHOUT RUBBER CACHET IN NY AT STAMP FESTIVAL 81 
ON SEPT 18 1981 SHORTLY BEFORE THE 1981 S E€ARD MADE ITS APPEARANCE. 

THE 1981 UNCF-3 S CARD WAS FIRST ISSUED IN NY ON NOV19 1981 AT THE NATL STAMP SHOW AND 
ONCE AGAIN A SPECIAL RUBBER CACHET WAS MADE AVAILABLE TO THE PUBLIC. THE FOLLOWING MONTH, 
WITHOUT ANY NOTICE TO COLLECTORS A NEW RUBBER CACHET WAS MADE AVAILABLE IN OTTAWA CANADA TO 
BE USED ON THE SAME 1981 S CARD. THIS UNFORTUNATE CIRCUMSTANCE TOOK PLACE. AT A CANADIAN 
ASDA SHOW AND WAS MANNED BY THE CANADIAN COMMITTEE FOR UNICEF. OBVIOUSLY, NOT TOO MANY OF 
THE CANADIAN RUBBER STAMPED 1981 S CARDS EXIST AND ARE HIGHLY SOUGHT AFTER BY COLLECTORS. 

IT IS NOTEWORTHY TO MENTION THAT THE FIRST CANCELLED FLAG S CARD WAS OFFERED TO THE PUBLIC 
WITH THE SCOTT# C20 STAMP INSTEAD OF THE 1980 FLAG STAMPS BECAUSE THE FIRST CLASS RATE HAD 
CHANGED TO TWENTY CENTS AND THE 1980 FLAG STAMPS WERE ONLY FIFTEEN CENTS. WHAT UNICEF 
SHOULD HAVE DONE WAS TO USE TWO OF THE FLAG STAMPS ON EACH S CARD ....BUT THEY DIDNT! !!!!!1! 
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HOWEVER SOME COLLECTORS AND DEALERS WERE WISE ENOUGH TO HAVE THEIR S CARDS CANCELLED WITH 
FLAG STAMPS BY RUNNING OVER TO THE UN AND PERSONALLY DOING THE JOB. THESE S CARDS HAVE 
PROVED TO BE QUITE VALUABLE AS A FLAG CARD DEFINATELY SHOULD HAVE THE APPROPRIATE FLAG 
STAMP AFFIXED. . 

IN THE FUTURE, UNICEF WILL PARTICIPATE IN 2 OR 3 ASDA SHOWS EACH YEAR AND THE SPECIAL RUBBER

pea Ihe B.E.P. described the probable se- 
quence of events as follows; "This 
souvenir card was produced by a combi- 
nation of the offset and intaglio 
printing processes. The Arctic Explor- 
ation vignette is individually die 
stamped, with each printed card being 
hand fed into the die stamping press. 
The feeding board contains holding 
pins so that the card can be placed 
in proper alignment. Apparently, in 
this case, the card was not properly 
aligned when fed into the die stamp- 
ing press, resulting in a misregis- 
tration of the vignette. This souvenir 
card does not meet the standards set 
by the Bureau, and should have been removed during the examining process", 


At the present time I do not know of any other examples of this error. Members having such an 
error with not as much, or possibly even a greater degree of misregistration are requested to

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NORMAL ERROR 


When this item was found, a query to the American Philatelic Society regarding the error 
was followed by this reply: 

We have received a reply from the printer of our souvenir cards which states as follows, 
"At time of preparing platework for the STAMPSHOW sheets, a last minute change was made by 
adding a close register blue litho impression to form the upper corner portion of the blue 
flag. All other blue material was done by engraved blue impression, which included the blue 
lettering portion of the stamp. The reason for this change in production was due to the 
fact it would have been much more difficult to register an overall blue engraved plate with 
the black engraved portion of the trademark at left and still also register with the red 
litho portion of the flag at the right. It was felt this production change was necessary." 
As of this date (2-21-80) two cards have been reported with the blue missing in the Grand 
Union flag.

Error and Variety Up-Dates The NAPOSTA 78 card has been found with the left vignette 
(Lincoln) and the right vignette (Hayes), both shifted upwards 6mm. 


The I.P.M.S. 80 (B.E.P.) has been found with a break in the printer's rule (frame line) 
at the left side. 


The A.wNeAe 81 (BsE.P.) New Orleans has been found with the Silver Certificate shifted 
6mm to the left. At first glance, the text appears to be shifted to the right, but care- 
ful measurement will show that it is the vignette that is shifted. In fact, if you have 
the opportunity to examine multiple copies of this card, you will find lesser degrees 

of shift to exist both right and left on some of then. 


Also, the PURIPEX 77 card has been found without the violet vignette of the "Puerto 
Rico" block.

THE SOUVENIR CARD JOURNAL WINTER 1981 i9 
The CURRENCY CLUB OF CHESTER COUNTY is offering a set of souvenir cards issued to commem- 
orate their tenth anniversary, The cards were printed entirely in intaglio by the United 
States Bank Note Company, The anniversary card features four vignettes, familiar to all 
numismatists and philatelists, Vignettes are arranged clockwise; At the twelve o'clock 
position is the mythological figure of Ceres, Godess of Agriculture, with the flowing coin 
cornucopia at her side. This engraving was done in 1918 by a Mr. Frauz who at the time was 
employed with the Republic Bank Note Co.(merged in 1940 with Security Bank Note). The most 
interesting feature of this vignette is that it was done from a cracked die(crack across the 
midriff) and thus becomes the first souvenir card with a deliberate error, At the three 
o'clock position is the famous bison engraved by Mr. Otis Thompson around 1921, This partic- 
ular engraving has been used on at least two stamps and bears a striking similarity to the 
BEP 1980 Memphis paper money show card, At the six o'clock position, another beautiful vig- 
nette engraved by Otis Thompson in the early 1920's. This vignette is from the Benjamin 
West painting of the William Penn treaty signing with the Indians. The original painting 
now hangs in the Pennsylvania Academy of Fine Arts in Philadelphia; At the nine o'clock 
position, another Frauz engraving, this time the famous "protective" eagle-poised on her 
shield, ready to fend off intruders, 


100 photo-offset mock-up proof sheets were printed by the USBNC prior to the printing of the 
cards. Less than 20 exist cancelled on the tenth anniversary date of the CCCC. All the 
proofs have sold out. 5,000 sets of the souvenir cards were then printed in intaglio. The 
cards were printed in two colors: 5,000 in brown and 5,000 in green. A total of 70 sets 
were cancelled on the FDOI, 20 of them with matching stamps. All the cancelled sets have 
allready sold out. Many of the mint cards will be sold with the CCCC tenth anniversary book 
at $16.95 postpaid. Hence, the limited number of remaining souvenir cards are expected to 
sell out in a short period of time. A single card may be purchased for $6(please specify 
color) and the set of two will be available for $10 postpaid. These cards will be listed 
later in the official SCCS listing of the souvenir cards of the private security printing 
companies, Please send your orders to Harold Beecher, Jr., P.O. Box 456, Paoli, PA 19301.
